Political Economy Club Holds 
Model Meet in Union This 
Wednesday 



'J'HE economists' House of 
Commons will debate bills 
on all the major points of Gov- 
ernment, Finance, Justice, Trade 
and Industry, in what promises 
to be the most hectic session of 
the House ever held. Party 
leaders are holding feverish 
caucuses in the Arts Common Room 
in an effort to rally a majority be 
hind them before the session opens 
in the Union on Wednesday even- 
ing at eight. 

A close fight between the Liber- 
als, Conservatives and the C.C.F. 
for the House majority is expected. 
After each of the parties has given 
a short account of their platfornw, 
Dr. J. C. Hemmeon, head of the 
Department of Economics and Hon- 
orary President of the Political 
Economy Club, will call for a divi- 
sion and the Prime Minister will be 
elec'ieiiîyç^Then the newly-eletced 
government will present its bills. 

The Conservative party in the 
Model Parliament will be led by 
Ronald Bennett, nephew of Can- 
ada's former Prime Minister. His 
program will be based on the idea 
that there is a place for a Conser- 
vative party with a policy of re- 
form in the fight against reaction. 
The alternative is Socialism, which, 
although it seeks the same ends, 
employs quite different methods. 
To draw an analogy to familiar 
policies, his will be a course be- 
tween Fascism and laissez-faire 
Liberalism. 

Neville Wykes, a third year 
economy student and member of 
the Students' Council, is the Leader 
of the C.C.F. The Party will pre- 
sent a socialistic platform, and it has 
a great deal of warm support which 
was indicated by >the |reception 
accorded to Mr. Woodsworth. Be- 
cause of this trend the chances of 
his becoming Prime Minister are 
rather good. 

The Liberal Party leader. Bob 
Sylvester, has a platform inclined 
more to the right' than that of the 
C.C.F. and even the Conservative 
Party, being by birth a Boston Re- 
pujslican. In spite of the sentiment 
for government of Canada by Cana- 
dians, this young man is following 
the example of Principal Douglas in 
the spirit of international friend- 
ship.

The price for the week-end, from 
Saturday morning to Monday in- 
cluding return train fare and ac- 
commodation at Lac Guindon is

be $3.75. In either case, a registra- 
tion fee of $1.25 should be paid at 
Strathcona Hall before Wednesday 
evening; this fee wiU be deducted 
from the cost of the week-end.

MARTIN FIGHTS 
FOR STUDENTS' 
FEDERAIGRANT 

Resolution for Scholarship to 
Be Introduced by M.P. 

ADDRESSES C.S.A. MEET 



"Not a Charitable Measure 
But an Essential", States 
Martin 



QOMINION scholarships for 
needy students of merit may 
be enacted this spring, when the 
resolution comes before the 
House, Paul Martin, M.P., 
stated yesterday before a meet- 
ing of students. The proposal, 
which was made in the form of 
a resolution and not a bill, wa^ re- 
jected when first introduced, but it 
is now on the order paper and may 
be passed this May. . 

"This question of a federal schol- 
arship for Canadian students is not 
a charitable measure," Mr. Martin 
stated, "but should be regarded as 
an essential in the building-up of a 
country. This proposal, is certainly 
not a, novel one. Practically every 
fully developed country has a na- 
tional scholarship, except Canada." 
C.SA.. SPONSORS. 

These views were expressed by 
Mr. Martin before a meeting, spon- 
sored by the resident branch of the 
Canadian Student Assembly. This 
is an outgrowth of the Winnipeg 
Student Conference and works in 
conjunction with other student 
bodies for the furthering of the re- 
solutions set down at the Confer- 
ence. One of these is for higher 
educational standards and grants 
for needy and deserving students.' 

"When I introduced the resolution 
into the House of Commons last 
December," the speaker stated, 
"the only criticism raised against it 
was that there was no evidence of 
such a wish on the part of the stu- 
dents themselves. Since then, how- 
ever, interest has been aroused 
among students through the Con- 
ference. So the fight is on." 
NOT PROVINCIAL. 

Mr. Martin stated that it was not 
a provincial matter, but a matter 
of great importance to all Canada. 
"The basis of democracy does not 
rest on men of wealth filling posts, 
but on men and women of ability 
having the opportunity of working 
for yie , good of the country. It 
should not be necessary for a boy 
or girl to be forced to quit college 
on account of lack of funds. There 
should be a federal grant for such 
needy, deserving students." 

The speaker believes in the im- 
portance of developing the nation's 
"brain power" especially in the case 
of agriculture. Such a federal 
scholarship would be open to all 
deserving students,, race not taken 
into account. Mr. Martin called 
upon the students to aid in impress-

I AST night McGill Students went 
on record as intending to break 
the Law. The biggest and most ex- 
citing meeting of the Students' So- 
ciety stormed through three smokey 
hours to an uproarious conclusion. 

The main motions — asking the 
University authorities to attempt to 
secure freedom of expression for us 
within the University and asking 
,that the competent authorities- 
provincial and federal — ^be ap- 
proached with a view to having the 
law amended or disallowed were 
passed without much discussion or 
comment. This was to be expected 
because t!ie motions were presented 
in a straightforward manner and 
asked that a reasonable action' be 
taken. The third motion was ill con- 
ceived and sickly drawn. In fact 
it started out with an admlssipn of 
guilt— à thing which swung most of 
the Law Lions against it from the 
outset. 

There' was a great deal of talk 
for' and against this third resoiU' 
tion— In fact, after we got well into 
the amendment to amend the amend- 
ment to the resolution it sound- 
ed to the ears of the Candid Com- 
mentator more like a a political 
meeting in Bagot— perhaps it was— 
bvit not in Bagot. In the words of 
one of the speakers from Engineer' 
ing the discussion on the third mo 
tion sounded like "A Bunch of 
Birds shooting their faces off in 
Hyde Park." 

•> ❖ ❖ 
•yHE highlight of the meeting was 
at the end— after the motion had 
been passed — when Ev Crutchlow 
got to his feet and stated that he 
felt the present motion was going 
to do more harm to the Students' 
Society at McGill than anything 
else. Crutchlow has guts. Any 
man who gets up in the face of so 
many opponents and states his 
views must have. But the Candid 
Commentator thinks he was right 
Why should McGill students or any- 
body else break the law? The way 
to get a law amended Is to use con- 
situUonal means. These have not 
yet been exhausted. There is never 
any reason for appealing a case on 
the grounds of a denial of justice 
until all legal means have been 
tried. We had two motions yester- 
day which, had they been left as 
they stood, would have gone a long 
way towards lighting the Padlock 
Law. Had they . been ignored by 
the authorities then it would have 
been time to consider further meas- 
ures. But the boys and gals were 
impatient— they chose the Uncon-

Four Hundred Uridergrads Vote to Make Union Avail- 
able for Tim Buck Speech — Crutchlow Will 
Submit Resolution to Senate 



Record Three -Hour Debate 



At a record breaking meeting of the Students' Society, 
attended by over five hundred undergraduates, it was decided 
last night to permit Tim Buck, General Secretary of the Com- 
munist Party of Canado'to speak in the Union. This decision 
of the Students' Society directly contradicts a decision reoched 
by the Students' Council lost week — however, in placing the 
motion on the floor, the mover pointed out that this was not 
to be construed as a vote of non-confidence in the Council, 
but that the students were insisting upon their right to hear 
both sides of any political questions. , 

The first resolution to be adopted by the meeting stated 
that "The Students'' Society of McGill abhors the Padlock 
Low" and it demanded "immediately the right of hearing 
any representative of any political organization. Also, that

the Board of Governors and the Principal of the .University 
toke this situation under odvisement immediately and provide 
Freedom of Expression in McGill." 

The second motion to be adopted asked that the students 
go on record as "emphatically condemning the so-called Pad- 
lock Law." It further resolved that a written request be sent 
to the Attorney-General of Quebec asking for the law's repeal, 
and that Premier King be asked to disallow the law. 

MEETING SPLITS 

The first two motions before the 
house were passed without much 
comment, but when the third motion 
asking to allow Tim Buck to speak 
in the Union was proposed by Helen 
McMaster, president of the Woman's 
Union, the meeting split into two 
opposing camps, the final recorded 
vote being approximately four hun- 
dred pro, one hundred con. ' The 
latter who opposed the resolution 
on the grounds that it was an illegal 
action recorded their votes for the 
minutes. 

Those, who held that Tim Buck 
should be permitted to speak stated 
emphatically that since the Padlock 

Law had not been applied to the 
f Continued on Page Four).

NEWS FROM A TELEGRAPH KEY 



pARIS, February 2l'.— Talk of a 
* possible Cabinet shake-up cir- 
culated freely tonight as France 
consulted her European friends on 
changes In diplomacy forced by the 
resignation of Great Britain's For- 
eign Secretary^ Anthony Eden. 

Foreign Minister. Yvon Delbos, 
whose policy was tied closely to 
that of Eden, was considered in dan- 
ger' of being forced out unless 
French diplomacy is readjusted. 

Members, of the Chamber of De- 
puties said Premier Chautemps al- 
ready had talked with a number 
of ministers about enlarging the 
Cabinet to include more conserva- 
tives. The whole question will be 
placed before the Cabinet tomor- 
row, deputies said. 

Meanwhile, Delbos kept in con- 
tact with both Czechoslovakia and 
Russia. He had a long talk with 
Jacob Surils, Soviet Ambassador, 
and was said to be .in close touch 
with Prague.

Tonight's scenes in 'Vienna result- 
ed in official prohibition of all 
political meetings except those of 
the Fatherland Front. The first vic- 
tims will be Legitimists, who had 
planned a great demonstration of 
Monarchist workers— if such exist- 
on Thursday. 

It remains to be seen whether 
the Nazis pay the least attention 
to this renewed prohibition of ac- 
tivities, which were entu:ely Illegal 
anyway and which continued to- 
night on a far bigger scale than last 
night. 



i QUEBEC 



QUEBEC, February 21.— Mayor J. 
E. Grégoire of this city crashed 
to decisive defeat today, in his bid 
for a third term in the Quebec 
mayoralty. ' ■ 

. With Mr. Grégoire crashed the 
hopes of the extreme Nationalist 
wing which, shorUy after the 1936 
election, broke away from the Na- 
tional Union of Premier Maurice 
Duplessis and formed itself into the 
National Parly. Also overthrown 
was the electricity, policy of Dr. 
Philippe Hamel, Quebec Centre's 
National M.L.A., which is one 
of the dissident group's main planks. 

Grégoire was defeated by Lucien 
Bqrne, a man running under no 
particular party label, with litUe 
political experience, no outstanding 
gifts as an orator, and no unusual 
personal appeal. The elecUon'i in 
the view of political wiseacres here, 
was a defeat for Grégoire rather 
than a victory for Borne. 



U.K. 

J^ONDON, February 21.— Anglo- 
Italian accord as the prélude to 
a general settlement among the four 
great powers of Western Europe- 
averting a vendetta with ' Italy 
which threatened to intensify to 
a point "at which war between us 
might have become inevitable"— 
was the reward Prime Minister 
ChamberLoin envisaged for the 
country today as compensation for 
the loss of Anthony Eden. 

A packed, tumultuous House of 
Commons heard the plain-spoken 
Prime Minister outline his plans for 
a general appeasement that "will 
give us peace" after listening for 
nearly an hour to the resigned 
Foreign Secretary plead Italy's past 
betrayals and present '^threats" as 
justification for- the course he had 
felt bound to take.

The Sleeping^ Beauty. 

An ënthuâiastàc aiidience of youngsters 
were entertained and occasionally terrified 
according to their dispositions by the first 
performance of the Sleeping Beauty. The 
play was produced by the English Depart- 
ment of the University in Moyse Hall, last 
Saturday afternoon. The very definite re- 
actions aroused in the audience were a 
credit to the actors and demonstrate their 
convincing interpretation of the old Fairy 
Tale. 

• The Sleeping Beauty was primarily 
for the amusemept of a juvenile audience 
and from this viewpoint it was a great 
success.The theatrical illusion was sus- 
tained consistently; so real was the magic 
of the Black Fairy, and the curse which 
she cast upon the little princess that one 
child was excited to hvsterical terror. The 
actors entered into thè spirit of the play 
and to the great glee of the audience 
exaggerated the comic moments. 

There were no misfits in the casting 
of the play and taken as a whole the acting 
was quite satisfactory: the opportunities to 
achieve great dramatic effects were limited 
though, owing to the type of play. The 
King and Queen played by John Dando 
and Frances Cox respectively, both had 
good stage presence and both gave" verj"^ 
competent performances. Julial Hackett 
portrayed in an understanding way dear 
old Nanny, the devoted family séi-vant. 
Elizabeth Whitehead, Who,_ donned the 
gowns of the Princess Beauty for the after- 
nooù was a delightfully charming vivacious 
creature. Seh captured the spirit of 
Fairyland completely. 

According to the old legend the Prince 
wends his Wày through dense forests, Which 
surround . the castle.He steals upon the 
beautiful sleeping princess Jind as he kisses 
her, the whole cburt gradually awakens 
and resumes ,the activities laid aside a 
hundred years ago. The whole cast sleep- 
ing could have been very attractive as a 
tableau, 'but the King of iTuffington and 
the Butler persisted in- snoring in a loud 
crude manner, which may have been in 
keeping with their parts, but which cer- 
tainly contributed neither to the amuse- 
ment of the audience nor to the beauty of 
the scene. 

The stage set was pleasing and the 
costumes were quite pretty. It is rather 
a pity that the Princess, blessed with all 
the lovely gifts of the Fairies and a de- 
voted Prince, to make her happy, could 
not have had a wedding dress of a light 
gossamer material. > • 

The play demonstrated the ever- 
living quàlity of the ÏFairy Tale, for the 
adults in the " audience were transferred 
quite naturally to the fairyland of child- 
hood and the children themselves were 
delighted to really visit the land of dreams 
come true. >

MADAME CURIE, by Eve Curie. Soubleday, 

Doran & Co., 1937, 385 pp. 

Eve, daughter of Madame Curie, has written 
a brilliant book that stands far removed from 
any other biography by virtue of Its subject. 
People are accustomed to think of the out- 
standing women of the past as being great in 
a particular field because of their inherent 
masculine traits. Certainly George Elliott, 
George Sand and Rose Bonheur (Vigee le Brun 
being a notable eiccéptloh) displayed essentially 
màlè charàcterlstics. The life- of Marie Ciurle 
contradicts ' any one who believes that it is 
Impossible for a "woman" to be a genius. How 
strong were the qualities of woman withm her 
she proved by her Insatiable curiosity, by her 
Herculean courage and Olympian endeavours, 
by Hfer countlèss conquësta In science, by a 
generous Idvlng nature as embracing as the 
mind which encompassed the world, and by 
the rearing of Eve's Irene, who early won a 
Nobel Prize. As with all' true genluées she 
succeeded In whatever field of activity she 
undertook. The only world she recognized was 
the thtivtetf limitless world within her brain. 
Neither she nor Pierre Curie ever received a 
penny In royalties from their discqyeries, yet 
thèy spent hours explaining their precious pro^ 
cesses to greedily iniiuisitive, exploiting manu- 
facturers. 

A strange couple, this Frenchman and 
Polish patriot, who could përform together their 
thahklëss drudgèry with as lavish a love as 
they felt for each . other. From the moment 
they ittèt arid plânhêd thëlir Wbrk in à fréèztag 
garrét, the star of their firmament shone so 
bflght that its effulgence has since, continued to 
irradia^^^^ recesses of this earth. It 
1» a telG^^g^raSëè ol two geniuses bringing 




up a family and a new world of science at the 
same time. It is a poignant, at times sickening, 
to read about the unbearable poverty and 
savage uncivilized conditions .under which they 
toiled. This starving unclothed student of the 
garret, this unflinching noble labourer of the 
radium shack, was truly a sublime and great- 
hearted being who saw and felt her star and 
only ceased to follow it when she reached it 
in death. 

When Pierre wished to relax from the 
harrowing, wretched conditions imder which 
they had been working for radium, it was 
Marie who encouraged him by her dogged per- 
sistence which was rewarded by the production 
of the first salt of radium known to science. 
Always she lived up to the "first principle: 
"Never let one's self be beaten down by per- 
sons or events." A scholarship she repaid years 
later with her hard earned money.- She entered 
the Paris University at 24; in seven j^ars she 
had two nutter's degrees, medals, and had dis- 
covered radium. At 36, in 1903, she shared the 
Nobel Prize with Pierra and Becquerel, After 
Pierre was killed in 1906, she valiantly carried 
on to the achievement, unmatched before or 
since, of a second Nobel Ptize in 1911. Yet not 
until 1922, following the earlier examples of 
England and America who richly rewarded her 
efforts, did France make her an Associate RJV. 
For four years she laboured on the French war 
front, installing and operating herself several 
hundred Roentgen inachines, and was not even 
given a medal. 

However, demonstrative the laudations, 
Marie Curie was a solitary creature, unusually 
shy in a crowd, whose only love and recreation 
were the laboratory. To an officious reporter, 
she replied: "In science we must be interested 
in things, not in persons." When asked if she 
would like to meet the King of Greece, the 
answer was: "I don't see the utility of it." 

After reading this inspiring story it is 
easier to comprehend how it. is possible for an 
orchid to be nurtured of muck and swamp. 
For countless ages it has been asseverated about 
geniuses: "Here was a man" but now may it be' 
said about the inner true nature of this ethereal 
being Whose outward life was so continually 
active and so richly productive: 

"Her life was gentle, and the elements 
So mix'd in her, that Nature might stand up 
And say to all the world, "This was a woman'."

I'D RATHER BE RIGHT. A musical revue by 

George S, Kaufman and Moss Hart. Lyrics 
by Lorenz Hart. Random House, New 
York. 1937. 

Have you met Miss Jones? No! Well then 
read I'd Rather Be Right. If you have, read 
it anyway. This little play is one of the best 
that has been written "in late years, on the 
subject of politics and government. It has a 
rather new social message at least it gives one 
a new perspective. I'd Rather Be Right makes 
you laugh at politics and government. They 
say the reason the English have one of the best 
governments in the world' is that they treat 
it lightly and humorously most of the time. 
I'd Rather Be Right should smooth out a great 
many bugaboos in people's minds that have 
arisen from recent governmental trends, 
especially in the United States. , . 

I'd Rather Be Right was produced by Sam 
H. Harris at the Alvln Theatre, New York, on 
November 2, 1937. The play, consisting of two 
acts has as a setting Central Park, New York, 
on the evening of the Fourth of July. Peggy 
Jones and Phil Barker are a young couple who 
want to get married but cannot because of 
finances. They sit down after walktag around 
the park, Phil is complaining about his lost 
chances of advancement because business, not 
knowing what the government will do next, 
has retrenched and refuses to expand. Peggy 
soothes him and finally gets him to lie down 
arid hè soon goes off to sleep. 

.A man comes along the walk whom Phil 
recognizes as President Roosevelt. The presi- 
dent says he is on his way home to write his 
Fourth of July speech, but Phil stops him and 
urges him to tell them what is going to happen 
to tiié country .for he feels sure that once busi- 
ness knows what is going to happen to the 
country It will expand, he will be promoted, 
and so can gèt married. The President becomes 
interèsted and stops to discuss thè situation 
with them. He doês -not seem to be any more 
in. the light than they are, but when Phil 
assures him that to balance thé Budget will 
help, he calls for the Cabinet which immedi- 
ately appears and Phil sings "Have You Met 
Miss Jones?" 

All sorts of schemes are thought of to 
straighten out the country so that Phil' and 
Peggy can get married, but none of them are 
feasible. President Roosevelt gives a few 
fireside talks but even these have no effect. 
At last the President advises them not to worry 
about the country but to get married. 

Phil wakes up, and asks Peggy to marry 
him at once. She accepts.

The Hurricane.

That the Hurricane is an unusual 
picture is readily seen from the 
fact that it is now in its jilnth week 
in the city of Montreal which as a 
rule is not a "long run" town. The 
story itself is incidental to the 
forceful and vividly photographed 
climax, the Hurricane. Douglas 
Bassevi has accomplished an amaz- 
ing spectacle' in his man-made hur- 
ricane which is far better than any- 
thing nature could have produced 
alone. 

The picture is admirably cast, 
each character portraying his part 
perfectly or as near so as is pos- 
sible. Thomas Mitchell is probably 
best in his role of the kindly Doctor 
who understands his native charges 



so well, Jon Hall expertly plays 
the part of Terangi, the native 
youth who is unjustly imprisoned, 
while Dorothy Lamour portrays his 
young wife simply and understand- 
ingly. ' 

C. Aubrey Smith is most convinc- 
ing as the priest, and he more than 
looks the part The role of De 
Laage, the island Governor whose 
obsession for the law allows him 
to think and live only in terms of 
honour and duty is vividly por- 
trayed by Raymond Massey. 

However, the expert portrayals, 
the story centred about the heroic 
attempts of Terangi to escape a con- 
finement which is Incompatible with 
bis natiire-loving spirit, the beau- 
tifully photographed scenes of the 
South Seas are all incidental to the 
main spectacle, the Hurricane Itself. 
Lasting for fully twenty, minutes on 
the screen, raging through the en- 
tire theatre, this display Is one of 
the most impressive things evir 
captured by the camera. Finally, 
the wind dies away, the seas fall 
back, the beautiful little island is 
desolate and its population wiped 
away. But a peace has fallen over 
the situation which is only height- 
ened by contrast with the foregoing 
fury, and we are not entirely sur- 
prised to find that it has had a 
strong effect on those who have 
gone through it.

AT the annual meeting of the 
" coaches and captains of the 

teams competing in the I.S.U. meet 
which was held Saturday night at 
Middiebury saw the greatest 
changes in the rules since the in- 
ception of the Union. Some twenty 
colleges were represented in pro- 
bably the most hectic meeting that 
has ever been held. 

The major change in the program 
was the creation of two divisions 
among the competing colleges. They 
arc Senior and Intermediate. In the 
Senior division there will be ten 
teams competing and they will be 
the first ten in the meet Just held 
at Middiebury. The rest of the 
competing teams will be in the In- 
termediate division and will hold 
an entirely separate meet from the 
Senior division. 

In order for a team to get into 
the Senior from the Intermediate 
division they must finish either first 
or second in their meet while the 
ninth and tenth teams in the Senior 
part automatically drop down to the 
Intermédiate. 

Prior to the meeting, many of the 
fellows from various teams were 
discussing the possibility of limiting 
th* number of competitors to five 
men per team. However, this idea 
was voted down since it was quite 
apparent that skiing at colleges in 
the snow belt of Eastern Canada 
and the United States would be 
hard hit. There can be no. doubt 
that such a move would tend to 
cause A smaller turnout for the team 
here at McGill as well as at Dart- 
mouth and New Hampshire, whirh 
are the biggest skiing centers in 
this part of the continent. 

There are many difficulties to 
overcome, such as where to hold 
annual meetings of all the teams, 
but it is hoped that this and other 
difliculties will be ironed out some 
time this spring when representa- 
tives from the colleges will meet. 
McGill will be represented at this 
meeting. 

Next year the I.S.U. meet will be 
held at St. Margaret's. At least the 
Senior meet will be held there. The 
date has not been set as yet, but it 
will be known some lime later in 
the spring. Also, the Intermediate 
carnival will be held- at the same 
time as the Senior, but at a dif- 
ferent place.

The plot is simple. An expedl 
tion in search of rare animals, led 
by the typical retired American 
(George Barbier), who wants to 
"bring 'em back alive," penetrates 
the east coast ol Africa. His daugh> 
ter (Eleanor Holm) is rescued from 
swamps and a lion by Tarzan, who 
finally saves her irom the fate of 
becoming the 101st wife of the 
rajah. As the steamer whistles for 
the return voyage, she is torn be- 
tween two desires, but rather than 
leave Africa to marry her mock- 
heroic fiance, Nevin (George 
Meeker), she prefers to remain in 
the jungles as Tarzan's mate. 

High Flyers is a typical Wheeler- 
Woolsey farce in which the two 
get mixed up in a jewel robbery. 
Laughs come easily as the pair go 
iip in a plane without previous les- 
sons, with dire results, and as they 
masquerade as detectives. 

It is interesting to note that an 
animal helps to keep the plot going 
in both pictures. Tarzan's chim- 
panzee is an excellent mocker, 
while Squeezee, the pup in High 
Flyers, is the cause of many a 
chase In search of the game.

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BOW DOWN TO WOOD AND 

STONE. By Josephine Law- 
rence. Published by Little, 
Brown and Co., Boston. 1938, 
Price, $2.50. 

In this latest volume Josephine 
, Lawrence has chosen for her theme 
a situation which has hitherto been 
only comparatively external to the 
plot of the average psychological 
novel. She has related the lives 
of three sisters from 1916 to 1936, 
and as the story develops it tells of 
the payment she expected for her 
' devotion and sacrifice and of the 
willingness and the ability of the 
. debtors to pay. 

Seneth devoted her life t(^ior 
children; Brosia was solely respon- 
sible for her husband's success, and 
Gillian lived only for her job. As 
the years pass by and Seneth's 
children grow up, they begin to 
struggle against the intangible fet- 
ters with which their mother has 
■; bound them. Because of their 
father's early death Seneth im- 
/ presses upon them the dual role she 
has been playing as both father and 
mother, and makes them feel their 
gratitude should be twofold also. 
. One by one they break away from 
t'j!^ber and she finds herself the victim 
: of her own sacrifice. 

Brosia, as the perfect house- 
keeper and gracious hostess, sacri- 
fices her more emotional role as 
Hugh Kent's wife for tEese super- 
[ ficial qualities. Her solicitude for 
/ . bis comfort serves as a constant re- 
minder of her "sacrifice," until he 
can stand it no longer. It seemed to 
him that God condemned much of 
the effort to help others as a rather 
sickening example of the introspec- 
tive reasoning of the human mind. 
He cries to the' three sisters in des- 
peration, "How many women do 
you know who try to persuade God 
to make a bargain with them? 
They'll steep themselves in self' 
sacrifice, they'll never permit them' 
selves to be foolish and happy and 
gay; they always wear hair shirts 
and for what? To save the souls of 
the unfortunate? I doubt it. Their 
real thought is for their own gum 
ng^^little souls. God is to look after 
^eni'in exchange for their self 
l^al-"

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stitutional way— let's bring in Buck 
and to Hell with the consequences. 
Who will take the rap? Not us, 

Finally some bright boy (A Law 
Lion) suggested that we sign away 
our caution money to pay for any 
impending law costs. A roar of dis 
approval— why cross the bridges 
before they are reached? Why 
cross any bridges at all? It is one 
thing to shout for Freedom of 
Speech— it is another thing to pay 
for it with your money. Much 
would have been accomplished had 
the supporters of the motion voted 
the odd five potatoes to back the 
fight. We could have run a sweep, 
"Students Pledge Hard Earned Cash 
to Fight Tyrant," or "Small Savings 
Back Big Fight," but no— we must 
say "'Hear Buck in Union,' De- 
mand Students" and we are tempted 
to add, "Students Break Law But 
Won't Pay Price." 

IF we are going to break the law 
* we must be prepared to do so 
thoroughly— we are not so prepared. 
It Is all very well to say that we 
will fight this in the courts, but 
who will take it to the Privy Coun' 
cil? We maintain that there should 
be no infraction of the law until 
every legal' and constitutional meth- 
od has been tried and found want- 
ing. In the present instance this 
has not been done. The Students 
Society has been premature. It has 
acted unwisely— it has acted hast 
ily. We congratulate the President 
of the Council for his stand and 
say that we believe he has what it 
takes to stand up in the face of a 
hostile meeting and declare that he 
will oppose any measures which in- 
fringe the provincial statutes. The 
time for such action has not yet 
come. We ' belieye,4: that while he 
will act in the interests^of the Stu- 
dents Society in presenting the res- 
olutions to the authorities he has 
also acted ir the best interests of 
the University by supporting, un- 
officially, the view of the minority 
at yesterday's meeting. 

(The above is in no way to -be 
interpreted as the editorial view of 
the "Daily," but is merely the view 
of the writer of the article)— The 
Managing Board. 
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Redpath Library, which housed 
"communistic literature," that they 
considered it was implicit in the 
Quebec Government's action that 
the Padlock Law did not apply to 
McGill. In substantiating their 
argument Miss McMaster, read a 
long list of books on file at the Red- 
path, including material by Marx, 
Lenin, Stalin and Trotsky. 
INTERPRETATION QUES'HONED. 

Philip Vineberg, Law student, 
who spoke for the motion, declared 
that "what the law prohibits is the 
use of any building for the propa- 
gandising of Communism or Bolshe- 
vism. It would be a gratuitous in- 
sult to students and an unnecessary 
compliment to Communism should 
any building where Buck, who is 
one speaker on a six-man sympo- 
sium, all of whom oppose his views, 
be padlocked because it was'being 
used for the propagation of com- 
munism." He added that "if the 
Padlock Law is going to be inter- 
preted in a wild and fantastic 
fashion then the Union would al- 
ready be padlocked because the 
McGill Daily used its columns for 
'propagating communism' by de- 
voting one out of eight columns last 
Thursday to Tim Buck's statement" 

The main objections came from 
those students who claimed that to 
allow Tim Buck to speak in the 
Union would be in direct violation 
of the provincial statute and that 
the Union might be padlocked. If 
this occurred it would require at 
least twelve thousand dollars to 
fight the case as far as the Privy 
Council. It would be impossible 
for the student body to raise this 
sum, it was said. It was also stated 
that the University's legal counsel 
had .advised the Council that any 
such suggested action would be in 
direct violation of the Padlock Law. 
SENATE REFERENCE. 

Ted Piper vigourously opposed 
the motion on the grounds that it 
would accomplish nothing in the 
struggle to obtain free speech, but 
rather would serve to counteract 
this work. John McKecknie sup- 
ported him in this belief. Meyer 
Schechter proposed that those in 
favour of the motion pledge them- 
selves to use their caution money 
to fight the padlocking of the Union 
if necessary. Thi^ motion was de- 
feated. 

After a stormy two hour debate 
on this resolution a division of the 
house was taken, the society meet- 
ing splitting four to one in favour 
of having Tim Buck in the Union. 

Everetet Crutchlow, President of 
the Students' Society who chaired 
last night's meeting, declared im- 
mediately after the vote that the 
resolution would have to be re- 
ferred to the Senate of McGill for 



final ratification, according to con- 
stitutional precedent. Mr. Crutch- 
low also voiced his determinied dis- 
sension with the action of the 
students and declared his fixed 
intention of fighting the resolution 
to the bitter end. This statement 
caused much heated comment from 
the gathering. 

ACTION DEMANDED. 

The first motion before the house 
was presented by James Cîeggie, 
seconded by Charles Chaplin, in- 
dependent medical students. The 
second resolution asking for repeal 
or disallowance of the Padlock 
Law, coupled with a sweeping con- 
demnation of the legislation, was 
moved by John McKecknie, sec- 
onded by Don MacCallum. 

The complete resolutions adopted 
by the Students' Society, and which 
will bè presented to the Senate of 
McGill for ratification or veto, fol- 
low: 

(a) Whereas— A university exists 
for the purpose of discovering 
Truth and in that search must be 
unhampered by any restrictions 
placed upon thought and expres- 
sion; and 

Whereas— We believe that I Geo. 
VI., Page 42, commonly known as 
the Padlock Law, imposes such re- 
strictions; 

Be it Resolved, That the Students' 
Society of McGill University ab- 
hors the tenets of the Padlock Law; 
and ' 

(b) That they demand immediate 
ly the right of hearing any repre- 
sentative of any political organiza 
tion; 

(c) Also that the Board of Gover- 
nors and the Principal of the Uni 
versity take this situation under 
advisement immediately and pro 
vide Freedom of Expression in 
McGill. 

A copy of the above to be sent 
to Principal Douglas after this 
meeting. Moved— J. H. Geggie; 
Seconded— C. Chaplin. 

(B) Be it resolved that: 
Tfiis meeting of the Students' 

Society go on record as emphatical' 
ly condemning the so-called Pad 
lock Law and that 

(a) It send a written request to 
the Attorney-General of Quebec 
asking for repeal of the Padlock 
Law and that 

(b) It send a written request, to 
the Prime MiniS'ter of Canada ask- 
ing for disallowance of this law ai 
being in direct contradiction to 
Democratic ideals. 

This to be communicated by the 
President of the Students' Society 
immediately after this meeting. 

Moved— J. K. McKe^ie; Sec- 
onded— Donald C. MacCailmn. 

(C) Be it resolved that this body 
instruct its President to instruct the 
Union House Committee to make 
available the Union Balkopm for 
the meeting with Tim Buck. 

Moved— Helen McMaster; Second' 
ed— Neville Shaw.

It isn't Communism 
that has been padlocked, but De- 
mocracy. Not even an official burp 
was uttered when Adrien Arcand 
was permitted to parade his collec- 
tion of Nazi lies on the Campus. 
Not an official belch has been ut- 
tered against this insidious pogrom- 
propaganda of the last few years, 
which, if you take .the trouble to 
look at it, is virtual incitement to 
murder. Freedom of speech is the 
cornerstone of democracy, - and the 
Council gives official expression tj 
its love for Democracy by watching 
it get trampled all over the place.

IF the Council had taken the cour- 
*ageous stand and defied the Pad- 
lock Ukase they might have taken 
their rightful place beside men like 
Pym and Hampden who had the 
kind of intestinal tract you spell 
with four letters. They might have 
made McGill the real champion of 
Democracy in Canada, a champion 
that the provincial authorities 
would have hesitated to molest. 
They might have risked another 
U. of M. parade, or a raid on Red- 
path Librarjf. But if servile com- 
plaisance to ruthless suppression of 
freedom of speech is the traditional 
Anglo-Saxon response, then Tom 
Paine was a Chinaman and the 
Magna Charta is the new neime for 
the latest odds at Hialeah. 

It would have been a glorious 
vindication of Democracy if Ev. 
Crutchlow's statement had read: 
"Yes, we are responsible citizens, 
and as such we realize that our civil 
liberties are the dearest things we 
have. Wc will permit freedom of 
speech in our home. Our home is 
our castle, its rights are sacred. We 
listened to the Fascist, even though 
we don't agree with them. We will 
listen to the Communist, though we 
don't agree with him. In both cases, 
we will judge what is said on its 
own merits. Truth is not merely an 
Attorney General's definition." 

That would have been the state- 
ment to make. But they didn't 
make it, and the Council misses the 
claim to immortality as exponents 
of freedom of speech,

•yHE fight for Civil Liberties must 
* go on. The battle must be 
carried on along every front- 
municipal, provincial and federal. 
The campus is one of the few places 
left where people think.

«•yiIE England of Shakespeare 
was saturated with the influ- 
ence of Italian thought," said Prof, 
A, S. Noad, speaking at the Italian 
Club luncheon, given by Mr. do 
Villella, at Chez Ernest on Satur 
day, 

"The influence of Italian thought 
was the basis of nearly all great 
social activities of mankind," said 
Professor Noad. The Italians were 
theorizers in field after field, and 
they were based on the observa- 
tions and actualities of mankind. In 
literature ttie students of Aristotle 
wore famous throughout Europe. 
Italian authors of grammars and 
dictionaries' came to England to 
l\^lp lay in the basis of organization 
between the two countries. The 
Italians also had great influence on 
English horsemanship and fencing. 
INFLUENCE ENGLISH. 

Two great Italians, Giovanni 
Florio, and Alberico Gentili, had a 
great influence on English litera- 
ture and on the improvement of 
relations between the two countries. 
Florio was responsible for the ap- 
pearance of Italian phrases and 
expressions in Elizabethan litera- 
ture. Gentili is the figure of tlie 
scholar whose function and duty it 
is to serve as the handclasp be- 
tween nations and cultures.

PHILOSOPHICAL TOPIC 



QHADES of the age-old contro^ 
*^ versy^as to the validity of re 
ligious belief will be revived today 
when the Philosophical Society 
meets to discuss the question: "Can 
the Existence of God be Proved?" 
The speaker is Harry Lindley, 
fourth-year Arts student.
